DECISION ON REQUEST FOR ACCESS TO A RECORD 

(Section 25 of the Promotion of Access to Information Act, 2000 (Act No. 2 of 2000)) 



If the request has been granted, proceed at A. 

If the request is granted, but deferred, proceed at B 

If a record cannot be found or does not exist, proceed at C. 

If the request is refused, proceed at D. 

If the request has in part been granted, and in part been refused, A and D must been completed. 
If the Service refuses to confirm or deny the existence of the record, proceed at E. 



Your request for access to a record was considered and the following decision has been taken: 



A. Request for access to the record is granted 



Indicate below whether access to the record is granted in full or only in part.

The access fee or reproduction fee payable is R 0.60 per Page total =R1 .20 The fee may be paid at your nearest police 
station. The receipt that you receive must be submitted to the deputy information officer concerned as proof that you have 
paid the relevant fee. Only after the deputy information officer has received the receipt, your request will be granted.

Sec 34: Record may infringe the privacy of a third party who is a natural person

E. Refusal to confirm or deny the existence of the record 



The South African Police Service refuses, in terms of section 39(3)of the Act, to confirm or deny the existence of the 
record that was requested, for the following reason: 



Protection of bail proceedings: section 39(1 )(a) 




Protection of law enforcement: section 39(1 )(b) 





Note to all requesters: 

You may, within 60 days, lodge an internal appeal against the access fee payable, the form or manner in which the record 
will be made available, or against the refusal of the request, whichever is applicable to your request. If you want to lodge an 
appeal, you must complete a Notice of Internal Appeal-form. A Notice of Internal Appeal-form may be obtained from any 
police station. Such Notice must be submitted to the office of the deputy information officer mentioned above. Within 30 
days after being informed of the outcome of an internal appeal, you are entitled to lodge an application to court for 
appropriate relief.
